It was in consequence of that 
the department had embarked on & more 
extensive telephone policy than usual, Ont 
of that 4,000 asked for by petition, the de- 
partment had built some 5,000 miles. As 
to the money borrowed, he might inform 
the house that although $4,000,000 had been 
voted for telephone purposes in 118 a 
large amount of the money Was consumed 
in payin for telephor construction. in 
yrevious fs, the money for which had 
been raised in a temporary way There 
wae fo question, said the minister, about 
the bona fide intention of the government 
going on with construction, but money was 
lacking, ‘ 

But by the construction in 1914 and 1915 
n large quantity of the poles purchased had 
been used, and there were scarcely any 
more on hand than was required for 
ordinary purposes. As to the complaint of 
the member for South Edmonton, he 
should be aware of the fact that telephone 
construction was held up in the Cooking 
Lake district because until recently there 
bad not been a road along which the line

Provision For Soldiers’ Wills, 

Provision for the making of wills. by 
soldiers in actual military service or sailors 
at sea is made in the Act respecting wills 
tanding in the name of the attorney 
general for second reading in the legisla 
ture, [tis provided that notwithstanding 
they are not of the age of 21, they may 
dispose of personal property as under the 
law of England as it stood on July 15, 
1870, and also that they may dispose of 
real or personal prop by will signed 
by themselves, which need not be ign any 
particular form, nor require ayy attesting 
witness or witnesses, These provisions will 
have retroactivé effect ftom August 1, 1914 

Another section provides that a married 
woman ip respect of testamentary disposi- 
tions of bofh real and pertsonal property 
shall be under no disability whatsoever, 
heretofore existing by rensoh of her cover 
ture or otherwise, but shall in respect of 
the same have all the rights and be sub 
ject to all. the liability of a femme sole, 

Health of Animals Act. 

In the discussion of the estimate for the 
provinelal veterinarian, lion. Duncan 
Marshal) informed the nouse that the en 
forcement of the provisions of the Health 
of Animals Act was entirely in the hands 
of the Dominion officials, but as they did 
not enfore the Act In regard to poison 
weeds, which were a fairly frequent cause 
of death among animals, this matter was 
attended to by the provinclal official 
During the last tour of the demonstration 
train he had an apartment furnished, in 
which he exhibited these weeds so that

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Sir Edward Carson says the 
real optimist is the man who faces 
the facts.

The scheme to set up a National 
Government is condemned by a 
Conservative paper as a plot on 
the part of the railway companies 
to get more representation in the 
cabinet.

Whien the United States will en- 
tor upon war. with Germany. now 
depends upon when a Yankee 
skipper shall first sight the peri- 
scope of a Hun submarine within 
range of his ship—and guns. What 
will happen in that event hardly 
needs to be stated. Yankee skip- 
pers are not given to ‘‘ watchful 
waiting’? under circumstances 
which make aetion the price of 
safety. 

The Journal thinks it should be 
credited with telling its readers 
the truth about the Swan anchors 
because it published in an ob- 
secure corner of an inside page an 
admission that the price of the an- 
chors was $52.25 per hundred in- 
stead of per anchor. There is only 
one thing the matter with this cor- 
rection; it does not correct, but 
leaves in the minds of its readers 
the wild statement that the Gov- 
ernment had lost track of $265,- 
952.50 worth of these supplies. 
Surely the Journal can come near- 
er to telling them the truth than 
that if it tries really hard. 

Senator Stone of Missouri says 
the United States papers have 
heen trying to drive the country 
into war with Germany. That is a 
reflection upon the curious  un- 
willingness of the American peo- 
ple to defend ‘themselves against 
unprovoked outrage, The papers 
of any other country on earth 
could have driven it into war two 
years sooner with the same amount 
of provocation to work on, In 
fact, almost any other country on 
earth would have plunged in a 
year ago regardless of what its 
newspapers might advise, It is 
not the newspapers the Senator 
really condemns, but the people 
whom it took the newspapers so 
long to inspire ‘with resentment at 
what was being done to them and 
their country. 

A seore of recruiting officers 
tried in vain to secure a single re- 
cruit from a crowd of young men 
swarming around the ticket office 
at an Ottawa hockey rink. Their 
failure will eause unmeasured 
condemnation to be hurled at the 
young men who refused to answer 
the appeals, But are these really 
altogether to blame?

On the 
contrary, has not the National 
Service campaign been carried on 
in a way which suggested that a 
man did his duty if he held onto 
his job and ‘‘kept the home fires 
burning’’ until the Government 
told him to go somewhere else and 
do something different?

another seizure of wheat it will 
have to be redueed to conerete 
facts before it will meet the — re- 
quirements of the case. A year 
ago our Government seized some 
fifteen million bushels of wheat on 
representation that the British au- 
thorities wanted it, when the Bri- 
tish authorities‘did not want it, 
and lost no time in saying so. Ev- 
entnally the Government unload- 
ed their holdings on Italy, though 
why they seized the grain remains 
an unexplained mystery to this 
day. If there is to be any more 
seizing the farmers will have to 
he pardoned for wishing to first 
see the documents as to who 
wants the wheat. 

The Provincial Government pro- 
pose to give towns, villages and 
rural municipalities power to li- 
cense hotels and restaurants, and 
to regulate and control them. This 
by way of bringing about a better 
ment of the aceommodation at 
points where this is needed, Whe- 
ther or to what extent the end will 
be attained only experience ean 
show, but the effect should be in 
the right direction. The hotel and 
restaurant accommodation avail- 
able in any community is primari- 
ly of importance to people resid- 
ing in that community but who 
have not homes of their own and 
are obliged to seek board. If thé 
regulation of hotel and restaurant 
accommodation is im the hands of 
the local council it will be easier 
for these local patrons to bring 
pressure to bear when necessary 
to keep or bring the hotel and res- 
taurant service up to a reasonable 
standard, The travelling publie 
comprise those next interested di- 
rectly in the subject, and the shift- 
ing of responsibility onto the, lo- 
eal couneil will give this class 
more leverage on the hotel and 
restaurant business than at pre- 
sent, The progressiveness of a 
community is largely judged out- 
side it by the quality of the ae- 
commodation obtainable by visit- 
ors, Under the liquor license sys- 
tem it could be held, and often 
was, that poor accommodation did 
not reflect the disposition of the 


people of the community, but 
was due to a_hotelman who 
eared for nothing but the bar 
trade or to the = failure’ of 
Provincial officials to enforce 


the stipulations of the law rigidly 
enough. Under the proposed ar- 
rangement, where there is poor ac- 
commodation the fault will lie, 
and will be known to lie, directly 
upon the local council having au- 
thority to deal with the situation. 
The pride which people naturally 
and properly take in their town, 
and the desire to secure for it a 
favorable impression among out- 
siders, will thus be enlisted to 
make and keep the accommodation 
for strangers such as_ shall not 
bring reproach upon the com- 
munity.

SUBSCRIBER. 

The Medical Act would seem to 
cover almost anything in the line of 
treatment. It prohibits anybody from 
practising in the province who is not 
a registered practitioner, ana the fol- 
lowing is the clause governing what 
shall be construed as practising: 

“Any person shall be held to prac 
tise within the meaning of section 66 
of this Act (a) by advertisement, 
sign, or statement of any kind, allege 
ability or willingne to diagnose or 
treat any human dis e, ills, deform- 
ities, defects or injuries; (b) or who 
shall advertise or claim ability or 
willingness to prescribe or administer 
any drug, medicine, treatment, or per- 
form any operation, maniplation, or 
apply any apparatus or appliance for 
the cure or treatment of any human 
disease, defect, deformity or injury; 
(¢c) act as the agent, assistant or $ 
sociate of any person, firm or corpora- 
tion in the practice of medicine as 
hereinbefore set out, provided alway: 
that this section shall not apply to the 
practice of dentisty or pharmacy, or 
to the usual business of opticians, 
vendors of dental or surgical instru- 
ments, apparatus and appliances.”
